From the Boston Advertiser. 


Before the year's outing season is 


•ver nearly half a million persons will 
bare sought recreation and health in 
the national foi i .U. The use of the 
forests for recreation is as yet in its 
beginning, but is g.owing steadily and 
rapidly—in «uie of the forests at the 
rate of toe per cent per annum.

Th« draiiig* tunnel reached a point 


W feet ««ft of the £1 Paao shaft about 
September 1. The crosscut for that 
to feet >>*" baen driven to a point 
directly under our shaft, at which 
point we had hoped to bare the 
drill hole, which is being drilled, where 
it could be lowered right Into the tup 
of this crosscut and drain the mine 
immediately, but the unexpected hap- 
pened. When the eight-Inch pipe was 
lowered into tha water 400 feet so as 
to collar the hole for the 864 feet that 
had to be drUled, there was found In 
the bottom of the shaft the steel bulk- 
head which waa u»id fur the purpose 
of protecting tie men who worked in 
the shaft when it waa being sunk orig- 
inally. This steel i* about a quarter 
of an Inch thick and we h«d to pene- 
trate that the full size of aa elgat-iach 
column. This waa a tedious undertak- 
ing but waa finally accomplished and 
the column was finally planted tirraly 
in the granite and drilling commenced. 
When this sh«ft waa aunk four 6t five 
years ago they contemplated going 
even duper 
1.000 
feet, at which 


point the level waa run out under the 
ore bodies. They went 15 feet below, 
at whtch point they struck a small 
phonolite dyke which allowed consider, 
able water to come into the shaft 


Plugs Were Nettitary. 


Fearing to go deeper after they had 


drilled the round of holes, seven or 
eight In number, five feet deep, they 
decided to plug these holes rather than 
blast them. Wood«n plugs were maOe 
and driven in and on the top of them 
•teel plugs were m»4e out of'piston 
rods of old two and one-quarter-inch 
machines, which is the hardest steel 
that can be made. These old- piston 
rods were about 12 to 15 inrhes Ion* 
and one end sharpened eo an to make 
a point to drive. One of these holes 
with

plug has apparently 


crossed the line of the drill hole that 
we are attempting to put down, there- 
fore this piece of cryafUllTed steal has 
followed 
our

caused the drillers no end of trouble. 


On account of the above condition 


that has been encountered the drill 
hole has only bexso put down at the 
Piwsnt time about W feet, wnich, how- j
